The jacket reeks of memories.

With 
a sudden twinge of nostalgia, one 
is aware of another Canadian 
autumn, and of the ihexplicable 
and plaintive restlessness that is a 
part of it. 

All the familiar rites of October 
are dutifully performed. In back- 
yards right across Eastern Can- 
ada men are burning leaves, while 
in the kitchens the women scald 
jars and strain grapes for jelly 
and wine. As Thanksgiving ap- 
proaches the "sacrificial" turkeys 
are drawn and stuffed. The vines 
are laden with pumpkins, waiting 
to be harvested. 

Planning a noctural orchard 
raid or a chestnut roast, children 
gather in excited and secretive 
little knots. Drying walnuts cover 
attic floors, filling the room with 
their pungent scent; squirrels 
patter over the rooves, and ears 



of seed corn hang from the rafters. 

The haze of Indian summer lies 
over the land, and a flame of color 
burns through the hills. Swirling 
in gusts across the rocky slopes, 
yellow poplar leaves pile up 
among the sumacs growing be- 
tween the crevices and along the 
fences. 

And then the sun sets, and the 
autumn night clones in, crisp and 
clear, with a harvest moon so big 
and orange that it makes one ache. 
Up it goes, swinging high above 
the coniferous gloom, where the 
naked birches stand white against 
cedar and pine. 

It is during these short days 
and nights, betweet the heat and 
the winter snow, that one can, for 
a short while, take up that jacket 
once again and go off into October 
to rediscover what was left behind 
among the dog hairs and burning 
leaves of other years. Then too, it 
is during this, of all the seasons, 
that one is most apt to agree with 
the observation that all loving is 
really a love of life. F2ven the 
loving of an old jacket.

Consider for exemple the Jesmt 

Priest. The Jesuit order is one 
of the strictest Christian orders 
on this earth. It is unthinkable 
for a priest to doubt or disobey 
the word of his superior, he is, 
therefore, not an individual, ac- 
cording to our definition. How- 
ever, this blind faith is only one 
part of him. The other part con- 
sist of a very shrewed and scien- 
tific mind. Look at the tremend- 
our work the Jesuits are doing 
throughout the world. Some of 
the finest medical and scientific 
minds can be found in them. Try 
to discuss the virtues of atheism 
with them. Their ears are closed. 
Discuss the equation E=me2; 
they will exi)ound upon it at 
length. 

The ordinary you and I are 
cought somewhere between 
these two individualities of the 
Jesuit. Our faith in God is not 
so blind as his — because his 
faith is of ethe extremes and ours 
isn't — our doubts are his con- 
victions. 

The most crule thing that can 
happen to a man is the suppres- 
sion of his individuality by the 
impostition of a blind faith and 
the denial of thought on this 
faith. Of course, once the faith 
is implanted, the man dbesn't 
feel it; he either really does not 
feel it, or he makes believe that 
he does not feel it. The man that 
was born is dead. A new man 
has taken his place, but this new 
man does not have the capacity 
to think consciously on the 
faith. (However, his mind is 
open to other subjects.) The 
mind is now in complete author- 
ity of the factor that imposed 
the blind faith on tlie miind. 
Revolutions and mutinies are 
rare. They occur via the sub- 
conscious faith when the blind 



rywhere. For without Faith you 
cannot live. It is the only other 
item besides air and water which 
.supports mankind on earth — 
because you have faith you seek 
that most elusive or rewards — 
happiness; because you have 
faith you live. 

It is very easy to demonstrate 
that you have faith, that all of 
us have faith. Have you ever 
heard of someone or known 
someone who committed suicide. 
Then that someone had lost all 
faith — and since you, who are 
reading this now, are still alive, 
you have not lost faith. If you 
had, you would have committed 
suicide, or if you ever lose faith, 
you will commit suicide. That is 
an indefatigable law of faith ; 
you either have it, or you don't 
have it, and if you do not have 
it you cease to exist. Another 
law is that there are no degrees 
of faith — even the minutest bit 
of faith is faith — for that is 
the barrier beaween life and 
death. A matchstick floating in 
the sea is faith for a drowning 
man. Some of you may call it 
hope. The difference is technical. 
Hope in God, usually means 
Faith, as distinguished from or- 
dinary hope. In this discussion 
faith means hope and faith. 
Just as there are two minds 
the conscience and the sub- 
conscience, so there are two 
faiths — conscious faith and 
sub-conscious faith. You are 
aware of the former; unaware 
of the latter.

Luii>cn>u> faith with eyes open 
and active thought participation 
is hope. 

Sub-conscious faith is unniver- 
al. 

To be truly religious, you have 
to believe implicitly — no ques- 
tions asked. Your thought pro- 
cesses must not probe, must not 
ask, must not seek — for that 
is trespassing. A good soldier is 
truly religious — he does what 
is asked to him without asking 
questions. 

Since the process of thought 
makes an individual, a truly re- 
igious persons has no individual- 
ity. A soldier in the army has 
no individuality. He belongs to a 
mass — to the mass, rather. 

A religious man is a mass of 
clay, that once moulded, dries 
into a set form and is incapable 
of filter change. Change can 
only be brought about by break- 
ing this' form; there is no other 
way — unless the claw is such 
moulded again — but then, what 
that it may be wetted and 
is this clay if not "religion". 
And what religion will allow it- 
self to remoulding.

That 
the parting line — the line 
between faith — encouraged 
thought and faith — paralyzed 
thought — both are conscious 
faiths; one stimulates thought, 
the other (orbids thought. 
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faith shows accidentally a chink 
in its armour. Many a child has 
had its faith shaken in Santa 
Claus through the negligence of 
his stocking by his parents. 
However, this chink is soon re- 
paired by the mind ; it is dread- 
ful for a child to imagine his 
next Christmas without Santa 
Claus. This is what is happen- 
ing in the **Braxe new world" 
and in "1984". Big Brother is the 
only individuality; the rest are 
automatons. 

In a free world such as ours, 
we have every right to question 
any impositions that are directed 
towards a paralysis of our 
thought processes. If we do not 
challenge them, we are cowards. 

Choose your own faith — after 
all that is why you have a brain. 
Think! Think! Think! Not 
listen, listen. Maybe you will 
yet become an indiidual.
